The capture of the city of 600,000 
has not yet been confirmed byMos-1 
cow. At midnight, the Russians 
said they had broken into the rail; 
yards three miles from the city1 
•which had become a death trap for' 
thousands of Nazis. The city- fell to 
the Germans Oct. 18, 19« after a 
two months siege. The Germans 
asserted installations were destroy- 
ed last week and that troops hafl 
been removed last night—an un- 
likely story in view of the snapped 
communications. 


Other Russian armies stood on 


the Czechoslovak border deep in 
the Carpathian mountain barrier to 
the Hungarian Plain. Others swept 
up 200 Romanian towns including 
one three miles west of the import- 
ant rail center of last (Jassy). Rus- 
sian cannon rolled within 160 miles 
of the Ploestl oil fields and prob- 
ably beyond some lesser oil fields 
in the north. The Germans report- 
ed strong attacks In the Crimea 
where seven snemy. divisions are 
by-passed and isolated. 


Flying Fortresses and Liberators 


In strong force of over 1,000 bomb- 
ers and fighters struck German air- 
craft repair.works and airdromes 
In extensive daylight operations to- 
day. Targets were the Evere and 
Viborde repair snop near Brussels; 
French factories at Bourges; and 
the French Invasion coast around 
Calais. 


By night the Brfi.sh tangled

and Lille. Mosquito' bombers hit 
Mannheim and western Germany. 
Other planes mined German waters 
extensively. In all night operations, 
11 planes were lost. 


On Easter Sunday, American air

The shelling of Cassino followed

The increase In 
German activity also included hea- 
vy shelling in the Upper Rapldo 
Valley northeast of Sant'Ella. 


The Germans, meanwhile, seemed 


to be on the move in the lower 
Garlgllano sector of the main front. 
A great deal of transport move- 
ment was observed and In the 
Ausente Valley 21 tanks or self- 
propelled guns were s<sen about 2 
1-2 miles northeast of Mlnturno. 
Five of them were believed knocked 
out by artillery fire and the nazis 
subsequently put out smoke pots 
to conceal their movement.

That 
will not be accomplished without 
heavy travail. 


Franco In pro-war days was di- 


vided into many political parties, 
ranging from the communists on 
the extreme left to the conserva- 
tives on tho extreme right. They 
will figure in the creation of the 
new government. 
However there's 


a war wider and more threatening 
cleft among the pconlc. 
That is 


between the Loyalists and those 
who have supported the pro-nazl 
Vichy regime. 


The liatred between fiese two 


groups is so great that It will he 
a wonder if it doc.sn't result in 
bloodshed when the axis control is 
broken.

reasoning in Secretary Hull's firm 
declaration that in order to drive 
the enemy from Srench territory

[ heard a snapping sound, like 
flames, and realized I had to get 
out quick. 


Ammunition on Top Him. 
Raley said it took considerable 
effort to free himself from sever- 
al hundred roiinds of ammunition 
which were resting on his neck. 
Then he poked around for three 
candy bars and also found his 
shoes, for he figured he might 
:mve to do a lot of walking. 
"It was not until I had done all 
this that I opened the bulkhead 
to climb out. I got the shock of 
my life. 
The tail section was 
the only part of the plane there. 
A part of the vertical fin was 
eft and the right stabilizer .was 
broken in half. The only part of 
:he plane left besides that was 
behind the 
tall wheel—all 
told, 
about 12 foet. 
"I checked my watch. The whole 
business from the time of the 
crash in the air to when I got 
out took 3C minutes. 
I figured It 
was possible tho plane came dowft 
in one piece and the tall brokn 
off when it hit the big trees aud 
when skidding along, through tho 
smaller ones. 


"The impact with the branches 
had bent the guns like they were 
made of tin and had caved In the 
bottom In several places. I don't 
imagine I'll .ever" be able to fig- 
ure out just how I manaffad to 
come out alive, but. ^believe it was 
because I was pinned down flat 
against the floor where I couldn't 
bo tossed around when It hit. 
"Tho plane hit on the bottom. 
It It had .hit on the top I would 
probably have been killed.

made from

are not as serviceable and dur- 
able as leather and rubber soles. 
However, the prices chargefl for 
such footwear were often equiv- 
alent to or more than the prices 
charged for footwear with durable 
or rubber, leather soles.
